Why, Wy Lords, we might be fubdued before we could 
have it in our Power to make any Refiftance ; for it is 
not to be fuppofed, that the Militia of this or any Country 
could make any Refiftance againft a Body of Regular and 
Well-difciplined Veterans ; Numbers of Men are very little 
to be depended on; the Men may be perfonally brave, 
but if they want Difcipline, a very numerous Body of 
Men may be eafily defeated by a handful of Regular and 
Well-difciplined Soldiers: This we may be convinced of 
from Hittory; This we may fee, My Lords, if we but 


attend to what happens every day in other Parts of the 
World, 
; a 


‘I have, A4y Lords, heard Gentlemen contemn the Spe- 


nifh Armada, which was fitted out in Queen Elizabeth's 
time againft this Nation ; but in my Opinion, it was lucky 
for this Country that they never got to the Shore ; they 
had, AZ) Lords, 16000 Veteran and Well-difciplined Troops 
on board, which were to have been reinforced with a 
many more as foon as the Fleet could return to fetch 
them: | am afraid, if that Armada had not met with the 
Fate they did at Sea, if they had not been diffipated by 
Storms and Winds, that wife Queen would not have found 
a great deal of Safety in the Militia which fhe had raifed, 
fhe would have found even the createft Number of them 
but a very unequal Match for fuch a Body of Well-difct- 
plined Veterans: And but lately, A4y Lords, we were agaia 
in gicat Danger from the fame Country ; then indeed they 
did not pretend to be’ a Match for us at Sea, and for that 
Reafon they prepared for an Invafion upon us with 3 
{mall Number of Troops, and they did it fo pr vatel P and 
fo ipeecily, that they might haye been landed before we 
knew any thing of their Defign, if their Fleet had no 
again been diffipated by the Storms ; They had then, ‘ts 
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true, but a {mall Number of Regular Forces, but few as 
they were, if we had no Regular Forces to have oppofed 
to them, they would have been fufficient for the Defign, 
confidering the great Affiftance they would have got from 
the Difaffected, and the great Numbers even of our own 
Men that would have joined them at their Landing: Even 
notwithftanding the Regular Forces we then had on Foot, 
we do not know what would have been the Confequences 
of their Landing, it would at leaft have involved our 
Country in a Civil War, our Liberties, our Properties, 
and all that is dear to us would have again been at Stake, 
we muft again have contended for them in a doubtful Field 
of Battle. Such Defigns, A4y Lords, will always be form- 
ing againft us, if we reduce our Army too low, and fome 
fuch Defign or other would probably be the Confequence 
of our agreeing to the Reduétion propofed. 

‘ It is certain, Wy Lords, that every Country muft have 
fomething to truft to for its Defence againft its Ene- 
mies; it muft have fome Force, fome Power to protec 
it againft Invaders ; if it has not a Regular Army of its 
own Subjeéts to truft to, there muft be fome other Power 
fubftituted in the Room thereof. For my part, I have 
confidered this Queftion as much, I believe, as any Man 
ever did ; I have conyerfed with a great many Gentlemen 
upon the Subject, and I have read, I believe, all that ever 
Was wrote upon the Head ; and the Whole, in my Opi- 
nion, may be reduced to thefe Three Expedients, which 
are propofed in the room of a Standing Army of our 


~ Own Subjeéts ; to wit, our Fleet, our Militia, or an Ar- 


my of Foreign Auxiliaries, 
‘ As to our trufting altogether to our Fleet, the Expe- 


‘rience of all Ages fhews us the Precarioufnefs of fuch 


a Dependance, befides the Inftances I have already given ; 
we know what Danger we were in in the Year 17038. 
Che Invafion defined upon us at that Time might very 
probably have taken Effet, notwithftanding of our Fleer, 
ii the French Commanders had had general or difcre- 
“onary Orders, but happily for us they had peremptory 
Orders to land only at fuch a particular Place, and it not 
being in their Power to land at that Place, their Orders 
did not permit them to land at any other. In that 
Country the Cuftom then was, for the King’s Council 
and Minifters to direét both their Generals and their Ad- 
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perhaps gave Directions to the General when to fight, 
and a Secretary of State, who perhaps never faw a Ship in 
his Life, gave Orders to their Admiral how to fail: To 
this it was we owed our Safety at that Time, for by the 
Orders their Admiral had, he could not well avoid be- 
ing met with by our Fleet ; but this was not the only 
Thing that then faved us from having a Civil War kin- 
dled up in the Bowels of our Native Country; that In- 
vafion might have taken Effect, that Fleet might have 
failed, and the Troops might have been landed according 
to thofe peremptory Orders, before we could poffibly 
have fitted out a Fleet to have intercepted them, if it 
had not been for a Private Piqueor a fort of Jealoufy be- 
tween two great Ladies at the Court of France, by which 
their Preparations at Dunkirk were retarded, and their 
Fleet kept from failing for feveral Weeks, whereby we 
had time to prepare for their Reception, and to fit out tbat 
Fleet which prevented their landing at the Place they were 
ordered to. 
* Even the happy Revolution, Af Lords, is an Inftance 
how little a Fleet is to be depended on; it is well known, 
that King //illiam, in his Way to England at that Time, 
came in Sight of the Engl Fleet, which was well pro- 
vided, and able enough to have fought him; but the 
Winds were fo contrary, that it was impoffible for the 
Engli/h Fleet to come up with the Dutch; if they had, My 
Lord:, that glorious Attempt, by which we recovered out 
Liberties, might have been defeated : By this Accident we 
then recovered our Liberties, but if we fhould ever refolve 
to truft entirely to our Fieet, the fame Accident may 
hereatter be the Caufe of our lofing them. 
* The Second Expedient propofed in the Room of 4 
Standing Army, is the Militia: Now, My Lords, conf- 
dering the prefent State of our Militia, I believe, it will 
not be pretended that we can truft to them ; I confess 
Wy Lords, that the Militia of a Country may be brought 
under fuch exact Difcipline, as to make them almoft equal 
toany Regular Troops; but, I believe, fuch a Thing 
not to be done in this Country: We now fee how 
much grumbling is occafioned by the Militia’s being 
called out to exercife but once a Year, and from thence 
we may judge what would be the Confequence if they 
were to be called out once or twice a Week, which would 
be abfolutely neceffary, in‘ order to keep them always fa 
¢ well- 
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well-difciplined as that they might be depended on for 
immedidte Service upon any Occafion. I have, Aty 
Lords, often heard it infifted on, that the keeping up of a 
Standing Army raifes Difaffection to the Government ; 

this I cannot agree with, but from what I daily fee, 1 
mutt ecticudes that the Jaying the whole Militia of the 
Kingdom under a Neceflity of marching out to exercife 
once or twice every Week, would raife a moft terrible 
Difaffection againtt the Government, and the Difaftection 
would be the more terrible, becaufe the difaffected would 
not only have Arms in their Hands, but would have fome 
fort of Skill in ufing them. 

‘I have, My Lords, feen a great many Projects for keep- 

ing the Militia under a good Difcipline, but in my Opinion, 
every one of them would in this Country prove to be 
impracticable, ineffe€tual, or much more expenfive to 
the Publick than the Regular Army now kept up. But, 
My Lords, fuppofing fuch a Projeét to be practicable, fap 
pofing that the Militia could be kept under exaét Difci- 
pline, what is the Difference as to our Liberties? Is 2 
Soldier in a Red Coat more dangerous to our Liberties 
than a Soldier in a Black, a Blue, or a White Coat? For 
my part, I can fee nothing more terrible in Red than I 
can fee in any other Colour, nor can I think that an Army 
in Red is more terrible, or more dangerous to our L ave 

ties, thanan Army in Black; I do not know, indeed, but 
the latter may be the melt: dangerous of the two ; a 
have certainly done much more Mifchief to Mankind, 
and to this Country in particular. As to the Power of 
the King, it is the fame over the Militia that it is over a 
Standing Army, he has an abfolute Command, and names 
all the Officers in the one as well as in the other ; and if 
he were to make any Attempts upon our Liberties, would 
it not be as eafy for him to model the Militia, as it would 
be to model the Army ? 

‘ As for the Officers and Soldiers of the Army’s being 
obliged to obey the Orders they receive from their Sus 
perior Officers without any Limitation or Controul, it is 
certzin, My Lords, they are not; they are obliged ‘to 
obey only legal Orders; if they fhould receive any illegaf 
Commanis, they may difobey with Impunity. If I 
Were upon the Head of my Regiment, and fhould order 
them to fhoot a Gentleman innocently paffing by, might 


hot my Regiment refufe to obey any fuch Orders ?. Cart 
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it be faid that they would be found guilty of Mutiny, ot 
condemned to be fhot by a Court-Martial for fuch Refu- 
fal? No, My Lords, their Conduct would be approved 
of by any Court-Martial, their Difobedience would be 
commended, and the only Perfon to be condemned, 
would be he who gave the illegal Orders. The Officers 
and Soldiers of the Army are therefore in this as well a 
in moft other refpec&t upon the fame Footing with thof 
of the Militia, or at leaft upon the fame Footing that the 
Militia mutt be put on, before they can be made ufeful fot 
the Defence of the Nation. ! 

‘© Thus, MW Lords, it appears; that with refpeét to out 
Liberties, a Standing Army of our own Subjects can be 
no more dangerous then a Well-ordered and a Well-difci- 
plined Militia; and by late Experience we find, that 
they behaved after the fame Manner, when they found 
that Attempts were making againft the Liberties of the 
Nation : In the Reign of the late King ‘ames, the 
Army behaved in the fame manner as the Militia had 
done under his Father. It isa fort of Article of Faith 
among fome People, to believe, that no Attempts weré 
made againft our Liberties in the Reign of King Charles I. 
But My Lords, the Cafe is fo far otherwife, that his 
whole Reign at leaft from the Beginning to the Year 1641, 
was a continued Scene of the moft Arbitrary and Op 
prefiive Meafures that were ever purfued in any Country 
in Europe; what by his Court of Star-Chamber, and by 
his Spiritual Courts (of thefe laft, I think, Ay Lords, we 
have fome ftill remaining) did not he opprefs the Subject 
inthe moft unprecedented Manner? Even the Firft Set of 
Minifters he had, began to encroach upon the Liberties of 
their Country ; but after them he got a Spiritual j rime 
Minifter, an Archbifhop, who foon drove the Nail to 
the Head, and laid the People under a Neceffity of taking 
Arms in Defence of their Liberties and their Privileges: 
That King and his Minifters had taken all poffible Care 
to model the Militia, he had the fupreme Command 
over them, he had named fuch Officers over them, as he 
thought would do whatever he pleafed, but what was the 
Confequence? When Affairs were come to this Crifis, 


that they faw they muft fight either for the Liberties of 


the People or againit them, many of thofe Officers the 
King had named took Party againft him, and the Orders 


of thofe who appeared for him were in many eon rs 
6 a) | % 
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fpifed by the Private Men. ‘The Army under his Son be- 


haved in the very fame manner, and it will always be fo; 
in the Cafe of a Civil War, the Army®being Part of 
the People ; they: will certainly behave as the Feople do; 
they will divide, and every Man will join that Party which 
he thinks moft in the Right.. 

‘Now, A Lords, as to Auxiliary Troops, I believe no 
Man will pretend that we ought to keep a Standing Army 
of Foreign Auxiliaries within the Kingdom, and if we 
fhould upon any Occafion call any fuch to our Affiftance, — 
we are not very fure that they will go out again at our 
Defire: It has been moft juftly obferved by a very great 
Author, that whatever Country trufts her Defence to 
Foreign Auxiliaries, muft become the Slave of thofe in 
whom fhe puts her Truft. But, AZ Lords, fuppoling that 
Foreign Auxiliaries called in to our Affiftance, would always 
leave us whenever we had a Mind, yet Experience has 
fhewn us, that we cannot always depend upon their co- 
ming to our Affiftance as foon as called. The late unna- 
tural Rebellion afforded us an Inftance of this; that Re- 
bellion which broke out againft his late Majefty foon aiter 
his Acceffion, and I am fure he had done nothing: to de- 
ferve that Treatment, he had done Injuftice to no Man, he 
had made no Incroachment upon our Liberties, yet fuch a 
dangerous Infurrection broke out againft him, and we had 
lo few Troops of our own, that we were obliged to fend at the 
fame time to our Allies for that Affiftanee which they were 
engaged by Treaties to give us: Unluckily it had happened 
that the Dutch for fome time before had been fo much ad- 
didted to that Political Maxim of reducing their Army, that 
they were not in a Condition to make good their Engage- 
ments to us: When we applied to them, we were anfwered, 
that they had no more than’ was abfolutely neceflary for 
maintaining their Garifons ; fo that we were obliged to hire 
[roops in Germany, and to wait till they marched down 
tothe Dutch Garifons, before we could have a Man of 
the Dutch Troops to march to our Affiftance: And we had 
at that time, fo few Troops of our own, that for fometime 
aiter my Arrival in Scotland, I had but 1600 Men to take 
Head agzainft almoft as many Thoufands then up in Arms 
in that Country againft the Government. It is very wrong 
toimagine that in Time of Danger the whole Regular 
Army we have can be brought together, they muft in fitch 


Cafes be divided in feveral Detachments, and a_Detach- 
D ‘ ment 
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ment left atevery Place where any Danger may be dreaded, 
fo that even from the Number now propofed, it would 
not be poffilfe to form a Body of five or fix thoufand Men 
in any Part of the Kingdom, except juft about the City of 
London. 

© In the late Affair, the Dutch Auxiliaries did at laf ar- 
rive, tho’ not ’till after the Rebellion was in a great mea- 
fure defeated: But, Ay Lords, I fhall never defire to fee 
any more Foreign Auxiliaries i in this Country, I had been 
long in the Service of the States General, I was once 2 
General in their Army, from whence one would expett 
that [ might have had as much Authority over their Troops 
as any Britifh General could have, and yet I had a very 
great deal of Difficulty to keep them in any tolerable Or- 
der: They were mighty apt to miftake a Friend for a 
Foe, efpecially if they faw any thing that was worth te 
king. [was an Eye-Witnefs of the many Hardfhips our 
beft Subjects fuffered from thefe Foreign Auxiliaries, I then 
did what I could to remedy them, and in order to prevent 
any fuch for the future, I fhall always be againft any 
Meafure which may tend towards laying the Government 
under a Neceffity of calling in Foreign Auxiliaries. 

‘ I cannot imagine how fome People have got into that 
way ot thinking, that the Liberties of all the Countries 
in Europe have been overturned by Standing Armies; | 
do not ‘know one Country in Europe, whofe Liberties 
have been overturned by their Standing Army. It is 
a Miltake to fay fo of the Romans ; “the Liberties o! 
Rome were in a great meafure overturned by the Luxu 
ry and Corruption that had crept in among the People 
long before the Time of Fulius Cafar; and in his Time, 
their Standi ng Army were fo far from being the only 
Means Oo; overturning the Liberties of Rove, that the 
greatef {ft Part of the Standing Army joined againtt Fultu: 
Ce/far ; but he had a Devilith Head of his own, fo that by 
his own good Conduct, and the Brav ery of his T roops, he 


eft Numibers even of Re gular “Troops of their Side. It 
the Romans at that time had had no Standing Army, 
would not the People, would not the very Mob hare 
done the fame? Every Man who had Courage, or wh? 
could be perfuade sd to go to fizht, would have joined that 
‘ Party he liked bet; the Commander who could make 
the beft Ufe of thofe that joined hi im, would have got the 
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Advantage, and the victorious Army would have had it in 
their Power to have fettled the future Form of Government 
upon what footing they had a mind, 

‘ It is the fame with refpeét to all the other Countries of 
Europe where Arbitrary Power is or ever was eftablifhed. 
In France it is certain that their Liberties were overturned, 
long before they ever had fuch a Thing as a Standing 
Army ; the oldeft Regiment or Corps of Regular ‘Troops 
in France, is what they call the Regiment of Picardie ; 
that Regiment was raifed only in the firft or fecond Year 
of the Reign of our Queen’ Elizabeth, and it is well 
known that long before that time the Liberties of the 
French People were entirely deftroyed. In Spain we know 
that it was their Priefts that deftroyed the Liberties of the 
People; and it is by means of their Inquifition, that 
their Arbitrary Government is to this Day fupported ; by 
means of that terrible Spiritual Court, their Priefts fup- 
port their own defpotick Rule not only over the People, 
but likewife over the Court, and even over their Army. 
too. In Sweden, My Lords, it was likewife their Priefts 
that formerly eftablifhed an Arbitrary Rule in that Coun- 
try, and it was by their Army that their Libertics were 
reftored ; and in Denmark it was a Houfe of Commons 
that furrendered up their Liberties to the Crown ; they 
frit gave up their own Liberties, and thereby they ena- 
bled their King to get himfelf declared the Abfolute and 
the Arbitrary Sovereign over the whole Country. 

* Thus, My Lords, we may find that a Standing Army 
never had in any Country the chief Hand in deftroying 
the Liberties of their Country ; nor indeed can it be fup- 
pofed that they ever will: Can it be fuppofed that any 
“ian of Common Senfe, who has a good Poft in the 
Army, and has the Laws of his Country for his Protection 
as long as he behaves well scan it, I fay, Ay Lords, be fup- 
pofed that any fuch Man will ever join in Meafure 
for fubjecting himfelf to the uncontrollable Will and giddy 
Pleafure of any one Man? He muft know, that ‘rie 
Honour and Virtue, or a faithful Performance of his 
duty could then be no Proteétior: to him; his -Life, 
his Eftate, and every thing that is dear to him, mutt 
then depend on the mere Pleafure of a Court, and every 
Man knows, that about Courts, true Honour and Vir- 
tue often falls a Sacrifice to Whifpers, to deceitful Infisiu3- 


tons, and to falfe and private Accufations: Is it then mn 
¢ jonabie 
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fonable to prefume, that the Gentlemen of the Army, 

who are by their Education bred Strangers to the lot 
Arts and while Praétices ufual about Courts, will ever 
give up that honourable Dependance they have upon their 
own Behaviour and the Laws of their Country, for the 
fake of a flavifh Dependance upon any Court whatever: 

For my part, it is not poffible for me to fulpect any fuch 
Thing, and therefore I cannot from thence draw any 
Argument acainft keeping up a Standing Army in thi 

Country. 

‘ But, AM Lords, It is not propofed that we fhould put 
our whole Truft inthe Army; the Number propofed is 
no way fuficient for that Purpofe; the Army now pro- 
pofed is only for protecting the Peace and Quiet of the 
Country againtt fudden Invafions, with a fmall Number 
of Troops, or againft Tittle Infurreétions, or rather Mobs 
that may be vaifed by a few difcontented Subjects: But 
the main Streneth of this Nation, and that upon which 
We principally depend, i is the Superiority of our Fleet, and 
the Bravery of our Men in general: Let us continue to 
referve the prefent Superiority we have as to our Fleet ; 
a us continue to cultivate Brayery and Military Difa- 
pline as much as pofible among our Men in general ; but 
do not let us, for the fake of groundlefs Jealoufies and 
pretended Fears, expofe the Peace of our Country tobe 
difturbed by every Neighbouring State who fhall take it 
in their Heads fo todo, or by every Subject who fhall 
be prompted by his Refentment or Ambition to rebel a- 
gainft the Government of his Country.’
